Tba  only  eddy  In  tha  stream  Is  made  by  the 
few  willful  senators  who.  consistently  opposing 
almost  avarytblng  that  President  Wilson  pro-, 
poeea.  are  Aghtlng  against  the  food  control  bill, 
^killing  time  with  gaa  bombs  It  la  estimated  by 
Mr  H  C  Hoover  that  the  people  are  being  rob¬ 
bed  of  millions  a  month  In  abnormally  high 
prices  for  food  while  tb<>M  men  are  talking  them¬ 
selves  hoarse  to  no  good  purpose 


"It  la  not  always  euay  to  talk  about  the  women 
— and  talk  sense  This  la  not  the  fault  of  the 
subject  but  because  the  brethren  lose  their 
heads,  having  already  lost  their  hearts.  In  dis¬ 
cussing  the  question  of  admitting  women  aa  mes¬ 
sengers  to  the  Southern  Baptlat  Convention, 
some  of  the  brethren  get  "flighty.”  We  all 
wish  to  be  gallant;  we  are  also  delighted  to  have 
the  company  and  fellowship  of  the  slaters;  and 
then,  like  wine,  the  whole  subject  "goes  to  onr 
heads."  Let  ua  hope  that  In  the  discussion 
which  we  are  to  have  before  and  at  tbe  next 
convention,  the  Interest  of  the  work  itself  alone 
shall  be  considered.  The  gdmlsalon  of  women 
messengers'  will  Immediately  bring  up  two  ques¬ 
tions  aa  to  Ra  effect  on  the  work.  Will  the 
Interest  In  the  meeting  of  the  women  be  de¬ 
creased  by  tbe  members  drawn  away  to  the 
other  meeting,  or  can  it  continue  to  grow  as  It 
has  done  If  this  considerable  element  la  taken 
away?  The  other  question  Is  whether  In  case 
the  women  are  admitted  aa  messengers  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  a  room  can  be  se¬ 
cured  In  which  all  can  be  seated  and  all  can 
hear  to  advantage.  Somebody  bad  better  think 
thla  all  through  beforehand  and  not  have  the 
convention  stampeded  Into  doing  something  with¬ 
out  sufAclent  consideration. 

If  the  women  are  admitted  ax  mewsengern  to 

the  Southern  Baptlat  Convention,  we  predict  It 
will  be  but  a  short  time  before  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  will  be 
held  at  a  different  time  and  place  from  the  con¬ 
vention.  Are  they  ready  for  thla?  This  will  be 
necessary  because  It  la  not  practical  for  them  to 
attend  both  meetings  at  the  same  time.  This 
would  be  likely  to  result  In  a  much  smaller  at¬ 
tendance  of  tbe  women  In  their  own  'meetings 
and  less  Interest  In  them  and  smaller  opportunity 
for  enlisting  those  who  are  not  developed.  Even 
as  It  Is  some  ladles  have  been  known  to  escure 
a  badge  as  delegates  to  the  women's  meeting 
in  order  that  they  may  be  admitted  to  the  floor 
of  the  other  convention.  It  la  a  serious  question 
as  to  what  effect  the  change  would  have  upon 
the  attendance  and  interest  of  tbe  women's  meet¬ 
ing. 

One  of  the  severest  tests  of  patriotism  and  of 
honesty  will  come  to  the  men  who  constitute 
the  exemption  boards  all  over  the  country  next 
month.  It  will  be  their  duty  to  determine  who 
are  properly  excused  from  military  service.  The 
temptation  will  be  to  favor  friends  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  country,  and  to  use  the  opportunity 
to  further  ones  own  polRIral  prospects.  We 
hope  that  onr  men  may  prove  eual  to  this  strain 
on  their  patriotism  and  honor,  rendering  a  Just 
and*  eual  decision  In  every  case.  Patriotism 
means  putting  the  common  'weal  ahead  of  every 
personal  consideration. 

There  are  pacifists  whose  spirit  Is  mean  an<l 
contemptible,  who  simply  want  to  be  in  the  op- 
posltlon  anti1  w  hose  own  temper  and  conduct  are 
about  aa  truculent  and  Irritating  as  that  of  the 
swash-buckler.  There  are  others  who  are  simply 
cowardly.  They  do  not  wish  to  make  any  per¬ 
sonal  sacrifice  or  to  bear  any  of  the  special  and 
unusual  burdens  which  come  with  the  confusion 
of  war  But  there  are  yet  others  who  eieserve 
nothing  but  our  respect  and  sympathy,  who  are 
In  real  mental  trouble.

THE  APPORTIONMENT 

News  an<l  Truths  has  this  to  say  about  the 
change  that  was  made  Saturday  night  in  the 
Convention  in  New  Orleans,  which  largely 
increased  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions  this  year; 

“Bro.  Truett  is  a  wise  and  good  man. 
But  he  ought  to  get  Texas  Baptists,  who 
gave  less  than  half  as  much  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  in  1916  as  in  1915  and  $22,000  less  in 
1917  than  in  1915 — we  say,  he  ought  to  get 
Texas  to  come  somewhere  in  sight  of  her  ap¬ 
portionment  before  with  his  pathos  he  putt 
thro’  the  convention  an  impossible  and  im¬ 
practicable  resolution  to  raise  the  appor¬ 
tionments  of  the  various  States  25  per  cent, 
when  his  own  State  and  many  others  have 
not  eome  up  to  their  apportionments  for 
years.  Texas  has  another  whirlwind  cam¬ 
paign  on  next  spring  for  $250,000  for  educa¬ 
tion  just  before  the  home  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  campaign.  The  first  one  nearly  killed 
Bro.  Truett.  This  last  one  served  Bro  Scar¬ 
borough  almost  as  bad  and  fell  far  short  of 
the  $250,000  iu  cold  hard  cash.  Bro.  Gara- 
brell,  with  wise  foresight  for  which  he  is  so 
well-known,  fore-seeing  the  evil,  has  hid 
himself  behind  a  professorship  before  the 
next  whirlwind  strikes  with  its  wreckage 
and  scatterations.  Who  really  believes  that 
Texas,  just  after  another  life  and  death 
struggle  for  $250,000  for  education  will  raise 
her  first  apportionment,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  25  per  cent  increase  included  in  Bro. 
Trulett’s  Saturday  night  resolution!” 

LIBERTY  BONDS  AND  ANNUITY  B0ND8

At  the  Franklin  Square  Baptist  Church 
in  Baltimore  last  Sunday  the  writer  lis¬ 
tened  to  an  announcement  and  an  appeal 
for  the  l.iberty  Bonds  of  the  United  States, 
such  as  pastors  generally  were  requested 
to  make  on  that  day.  When  I  arose  to  speak 
on  Foreign  Missions.  I  suggested  to  the  con¬ 
gregation  that  there  nee.l  not  be  any  con¬ 
flict  between  the  request  that  they  invest  in 
Liberty  Bonds  and  my  mission  to  talk  to 
them  about  Foreign  Missions,  that  they 
could  purchase  the  Liberty  Bonds  for  the 
Foreign.  Mission  Board.  A  letter  just  re¬ 
ceived  from  Dr.  Bickering,  the  pastor  of  the 
Franklin  Square  Church,  informs  me  that 
one  member  of  the  congregation,  at  leaat. 
took  the  hint  and  has  purchased  one  of  these 
Bonds  for  the  Board.  A  similar  bit  of  good 
news  comes  from  one  of  the  counties  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  where  an  honored  Baptist  judge  in¬ 
vested*  a  thousand  dollars  in  one  of  these 
Bonds  in  the  name  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  two  incidents  suggest  the  heading  to 
this  article.  Liberty  Bonds  and  Annuity 
Bonds.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is,  as 
the  whole  denomination  is  coming  to  under¬ 
stand.  faring  a  great  world  task.  There  is 
nothing  plainer  m  present  world  conditions 
for  a  discerning  Baptist  to  see  than  that  the 
whole  denomination  is  facing  such  opportu¬ 
nities  and  such  responsibilities  for  world 
service  as  it  has  not  faced  in  the  whole 
course  of  its  history.  The  hour  for  Baptists

to  show  their  mettle  and  to  prove  that  they 
can  aee  an  opportunity  and  have  the  courage 
of  faith  to  embrace  it  ia  upon  them.  It  is  a 
sublime  moment  in  the  history  of  a  people 
who  preach  a  personal  faith  and  democratic 
principles.  We  will  enter  into  doors  of  op¬ 
portunity  now,  or  failing  to  do  this,  will  in 
the  future  knock  ip  vain. 

The  hour  finds  thousan  la  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  with  spare  money  If  they  really  want 
to  see  their  denomniation  fulfill  its  mission, 
perform  its  great  service  for  the  world,  do 
honor  to  their  Lord  and  find  even  larger  op¬ 
portunities  for  service,  they  have  the  power 
of  executing  this  desire  by  the  use  of  money 
now  in  their  hands  for  investment  By  mak- 
itfg  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  the  benefici¬ 
ary  of  their  surplus  wealth,  they  can  give 
the  Board  and  the  denomination  freedom 
from  present  financial  embarrassment  snd  a 
chance  to  turn  present  conditions  to  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  goapel  of  Christ 

1.  Liberty  Bonds 

These  Bonds  purchased  in  the  name  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  will  not  give  the 
Board  a  large  income  in  the  interest  which 
they  yield,  but  they  will  give  the  Board  good 
security,  and  if  large  numbers  of  our  people 
should  do  as  the  two  friends  referred  to 
above  have  done,  the  total  receipts  would 
constitute  a  large  supplement  to  the  current 
contributions  of  the  churches,  and  bring  esse 
to  a  greatly  embarrassed  situation.  I  doubt 
not  that  Southern  Baptists  have  invested 
several  million  dollar*  in  these  Bonds  How 
many  of  them  have  remembered  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  in  this  investment  or  surplus 
money  t 

2.  Annuity  Bonds 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  itself  issuing 
bonds,  an  t  already  a  considerable  number  of 
our  people  have  found  in  these  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  help  the  Board  in  its  great  work. 
The  security  which  the  Board  offers  those 
to  whom  it  issues  these  bonds  ia  as  good  as 
any  security  investors  can  find.  The  Board, 
which  is  a  five  million  dollar  corporation 
under  the  laws  of  Virginia,  invests  the 
money  pat  into  these  Bonds  snd  preserves 
the  principal  until  those  who  buy  the  bonds 
die.  There  is  not  a  remote  probability  that 
anybody  will  ever  lose  any  money  by  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  In  seventy  five 
years  of  its  history  no  one  has  lost  anything. 
The  Board  pays  a  better  dividend  than  does 
Uncle  Sam.

Are  there  not  great  number*  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  deeply  interested  in  Foreign 
Missions,  and  who  would  like  to  see  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  rid  of  its  present  finan¬ 
cial  embarrassment  and  out  on  a  great  pro¬ 
gram.  who  will  talk  to  men  and  women 
about  these  two  forms  of  investment  in  the* 
interest  of  Foreign  Missions f  I^et  me  make 
two  suggestions: 

1  That  Liberty  Bonds  and  Annuity  Bonds 
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be  made  a  subject  for  discussion  in  every 
Woman's  Missionary  1'nion  in  the  South, 
and  that  the  women  organize  a  campaign  to 
get  men  and  women  to  make  these  invest¬ 
ments  for  the  Board  an:i  increase  its  power 
for  doing  good  1  believe  that  theer  are  pos¬ 
sibilities  in  this  suggestion  for  the  Women’s 
M  isaionary  Societies  large  as  any  line  of 
Christian  service  which  they  can  find 

2.  I  suggest,  also,  that  pastors  preach  on 
Liberty  Bonds  and  Annuity  Bonds,  and  tell 
their  people  how  they  can  thus  help  their 
denomination  meet  a  great  day  in  Baptist 
history. 

If  these  two  suggestions  should  he  heeded, 
and  a  real  Routhwide  campaign  should  be 
put  on  with  local  rhurches  as  the  center  of 
it,  we  ran  go  to  the  Convention  next  year 
with  a  record  of  such  achievement  for  this 
great  work  as  was  never  reported  before, 
and  relieved  of  an  embarrassment  which  is 
burdening  the  heart  of  every  man  and  every 
woman  connected  with  the  Foreign  Mission 
work,  every  missionary  on  the  field,  every 
thoughtful  denominational  man  or  woman 
in  the  South  It  seems  to  me  that  at  this 
time  men  and  women  have  their  thoughts 
turned  to  the  investment  of  their  surplus 
wealth,  a  great  opimrtunity  is  given  to  mis¬ 
sionary  leaders  and  missionary  pastors  to- 
serve  this  world  enterprise.  Take  the  -sug¬ 
gestion.'  my  dear  fellow-workers,  and  let  us 
have  some  reports  from  the  campaign. 

NATCHEZ  IS  DRY!

THE  80LUTI0N  OF  THE  RURAL 
CHURCH  PROBLEM 

Let  every  association  have  a  committee  of 
fivi  two  preachers  and  three  business  men. 
Let  the  association  give  the  committee  au¬ 
thority  to  employ  an  associations!  mission¬ 
ary  the  very  host  man  available  who  has  no 


personal  interest  in  the  association.  Let  the 
missionary  look  over  the  field  of  labor  care¬ 
fully  and  report  to  the  committee  tjje  central 
locations  and  let  the  missionary  and  com¬ 
mittee  carefully  look  over  these  central  points 
to  be  nuiv  no  mistake  is  made  in  selecting 
these  centers. 

Furnish  the  missionary  a  tent  and  all  nec¬ 
essary  equipment  and  ask  him  to  hold  a  meet¬ 
ing  at  these  eenters  with  a  prospective  pastor 
to  help  him  in  each  meeting.  Ask  the  mis¬ 
sionary  to  stay  on  the  job  until  he  locates  a 
pastor  who  will  give  all  his  time  to  this  cen¬ 
tral  place,  being  at  this  center  every  Sunday, 
going  out  all  arouftd  this  center  through  the 
week  doing  mission  work.  This  pastor  can 
build  this  center  by  being  there  every  Sun¬ 
day  and  being  a  real  pastor  through  the  week 
to  the  surrounding  country,  locating  every 
mission  point  and  making  engagements  to 
send  them  helpers.  He  can  soon  develop  a 
great  church  at  this  center  by  sending  out 
workers  all  around  to  every  -mission  point 
every  Sunday,  lie  will  not  only  grow  a  great 
church  but  will  soon  get  the  oo-operation  of  a 
great  number  6f  people  by  helping  them  in 
these  meetings.  The  only  way  to  grow  a 
great  church  is  to  be  on  the  job,  teach  the 
people  and  train  them  by  sending  them  out 
and  giving  them  something  definite  to  do. 

If  we  will  take  care  of  these  centers  and 
through  them  take  care  of  the  mission  points 
we  will  soon  solve  the  rural  church  problem. 
We  can  build  every  part  of  the  kingdom  work 
on  this  plan — train  workers  at  these  centers, 
and  send  them  out  to  the  remotest  bounds  as 
helpers.  Our  church  members  are  dying  spir¬ 
itually  for  the  want  of  somethnig  to  do.  Our 
churches  have  thousands  of  great  workers 
waiting  and  wishing  for  some  one  to  send 
them  out  to  work  for  the  Master. 

Not  only  in  the  churches  but  in  our  de¬ 
nominational  schools  we  have  a  great  force 
that  is  not  used.  We  can  do  a  great  mission 
work  with  these  forces  in  our  denominational 
schools  if  we  fix  some  plan  to  connect  them 
with  mission  work.  Our  missionaries  are 
using  a  great  many  of  our  school  force,  both 
teacher  and  pupil,  and  would  use  all  of  the 
willing  workers  if  we  would  arrange  it  bo 
these  workers  could  get  to  the  mission  points. 

We  must  have  s  loan  fund  for  all  our  Bap¬ 
tist  schools  and  give  our  mission  workers  an 
opportunity  to  go  to  school  and  at  the  same 
time  let  them  get  out  and  help  with  this  great 
mission  work.  The  mission  workers  that  arc 
worth  while  are  not  wishing  for  some  one  to 
give  them  something  but  arc  willing  to  get 
out  and  do  real  mission  work  and  our  stu¬ 
dents  are  willing  to  borrow  money  from  a 
loan  fund  and  replace  it  when  out  of  school. 
If  we  will  use  the  forces  in  our  churches  and 
have  a  loan  fund  for  the  students  in  our  de¬ 
nominational  schools  and  make  it  possible  for 
them  to  get  out  every  Sunday  and  do  mission 
work,  we  will  not  only  build  great  centers 
but  will  go  out  to  the  remotest  bounds  and 
t.ike  the  world  for  Christ.

The  Budget  Ijiynien  Department 

ft,  T.  TI'LL,  Sap^rintiiHlenl 

The  budget  plan  of  church  finance  aims  at 
three  definite  thingw-  proportionate  giving 
impartial  giving,  and  systematic  giving. 

1st.  Proportionate  giving  is  giving  a*  the 
Lord  has  prospered  you."  Tfcis  moans  ths 
giving  of  a  definite  amount  of  your  inenme. 
The  proportion  taught  in  the  Bible  as  the 
minimum  standard  of  giving  is  the  tenth 
The  budget  system  places  in  the  churth  a 
plan  of  giving  that  is  conducive  to  tithing, 
in  that  it  provides  for  an  equitable  distribu 
tion  of  the  funds  that  come  into  the  treasury 
of  the  church  through  the  plan 

2nd.  Impartial  giving  is  giving  according 
«s  every  cause  has  need.  Your  giving  should 
be  without  partiality,  every  cause  represented 
by  your  church  receiving  its  just  proportion 
of  all  you  give.  The  budget  plan  aims  to  pre¬ 
serve  this  principle  when  it  provides  a  defi¬ 
nite  percentage  basis  on  which  your  gifts  are 
to  be  apportioned  to  the  various  causes. 

3rd.  Systematic  giving  is  necoHitary  if  your 
giving  ia  to  be  made  a  part  of  your  worship 
‘‘Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every 
one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath 
prospered  him."  The  budget  plan  makes  this 
sort  of  giving  possible  by  incorporating  the 
financial  plan  into  the  general  church  pro¬ 
gram.  In  no  other  way  can  your  giving  be 
made  a  feature  of  church  worship. 

There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  Laymen's 
Executive  Committee,  at  Baptist  Headquar¬ 
ters  in  Jackson,  Monday,  Juty  2nd,  at  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  important  t^at 
every  member  of  the  committee  be  present 
Important  matters  are  to  be  discussed,  ami 
plans  formulated. 

Yopr  superintendent  spent  last  week  in  the 
Delta,  in  conferences  with  pastor*  and  th<-ir 
laymen  on  the  important  subjsct  of  business 
methods  in  church  finances.  The  brotherhood 
in  general  might  be  interested  to  know  tbst 
church  building  is  on  a  boom  over  all  that 
splendid  section  of  the  State.  They  are  too 
numerous  to  mention,  and  some  of  them  arc 
just  - finished,  others  being  constructed,  and 
still  others  being  plsnned.  This  writer  rotdd 
wish  that  the  Baptists  of  the  State  might  pre¬ 
empt  the  great  city  of  Clarksdale  by  helping 
the  church  there  to  erect  a  great  house  of 
worship.  As  a  denomination  we  are  given 
to  losing  great  opportunities  like  that.

The  ability  to  do  thing  i  is  the  result  of  gen¬ 
uine  eilueat mn  If  one  w  ishes  a  text  to  prove 
!t,  it  ia  only  neeeaaary  to  go  hack  to  Otte 
ore  iii  tuat  Sunday’s  lesson  in  the  interna- 
l.ooal  Sunday  School  rsaon,  “And  Moses 
w  is  uirttrueted  in  all  the  jwisdom  of  the  Egyp- 
1,11,14  and  he  was  mighty  in  his  words  and 
hm  works.''  Our  age  b^s  loudly  insisted  on 
i  ,,1-teal  ed  neat  ton  Mid  the  elimination 
from  in r  school  curricula  of  everything  that 
, I oea  not  emit rihute  to  tnkking  a  man  or  whin 
an  efficient  in  hia  life  w|ork  and  occupation. 
Cilia  ie  entirely  correct  j  if  we  are  sure  that 
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we  know  what  really  goes  ju  to  making  ef- 
fiuieney.  Certainly  the  ability  to  do  things 
is  not  attained  by  the  acquisition  of  a  vast 
amount  of  knowledge  on  many  subjects ;  and 
yet  genuine  efficiency  will  depend  both  on 
the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  on  the 
mental  habits  and  intellectual  strength  that 
is  attained  by  acquiring  knowledge.  No  one 
contends  that  the  swinging  of  clubs  and  the 
bodily  gyrations  and  contortions  practiced  in 
a  gymnasium  will  form  any  part  of  the 
practical  business  of  life.  But  the  muscles 
that  are  brought  into  play  and  developed 
into  strength  and  lithesomeness  by  work  (or 
play)  in  the  gymnasium  will  be  put  to  good 
and  useful  service  all  the  more  from  the 
training  they  have  gotten  here.  Many  an 
old  soldier  will  tell  you  that  he  had  mighty 
little  use  for  the  manual  of  arms  and  all  the 
work  of  the  drill  ground  he  had  done  while 
in  training.  And  yet  that  same  drill  had 
gone  into  the  making  of  him  and  without  it 
he  would  have  been  as  helpless  as  a  baby  in 
the  battle.  The  books  are  learned  to  be  for¬ 
gotten.  Most  of  tbem  ought  to  be  forgotten; 
hut  as  food  has  been  transmuted  into  blood 
and  tissue,  so  the  knowledge  we  have  gotten 
in  school  and  the  drill  we  have  undergone  in 
the  elass  room  are  sublimated  into  ambition 
and  purpose  and  habit  and  force  of  char¬ 
acter. 

There  is  no  contrasting  education  and  ef¬ 
ficiency.  Education  is  efficiency,  a  storage 
battery  of  practical  force.  There  may  be  an 
occasional  “educated  fool,”  just  as  there 
are  examples  of  manufactured  articles  be¬ 
ing  spoiled  in  the  making  and  thrown  aside 
in  every  factory.  But  them*  do  not  stop  the 
work,  nor  discount  its  value  with  sensible 
people.  Moses  had  learned  to  think.  That 
is  the  purpose  of  a  school,  to  teach  people  to 
think.  Steady,  accurate  vigorous  thinking 
is  the  best  product  any  shop  ever  produced. 
That  is  what  our  schools  are  seeking  to  pro¬ 
duce.  In  Moses  it  shaped  itself  in  words 
and  deeds.  He  was  mighty  in  both  There 
is  no  ground  of  divorce  between  words  and 
deeds.  The  man  who.  like  Moses,  can  say 
what  he  thinks,  will  not  only  be  able  to  do 
what  he  thinks,  but  get  others  to  do  it.  The 
man  who  can  speak  or  write  forcefully  will 
lead  the  minds  of  others.  His  dominion  is 
not  among  the  lifeless  materials  of  nature 
but  the  vital  and  immortal  forces  of  men's 
ininds.  We  send  our  boys  and  girls  to  school 
that  they  may  be  mighty  in  word  and  decsl ; 
that  they  may  do  things  themselves  and  per¬ 
suade  others  fo  do  them.  Give  your  boy  or 
girl  a  chance. 


BAPTISM  AND  CIRCUMCISM. 

There  is  one  place  in  the  Bible  where  bap¬ 
tism  and  circumcision  arc  brought  into  dose 
dbntact  and  relationship.  Presbyterians  are 
in  the  habit  of  saying  that  baptism  mine  in 
the  place  of  circumcision,  and  if  there  is  any 
place  in  the  Word  that  seems  to  justify  it,  it 
must  ibe  this  one,  found  in  Colossians  2:11-12. 
We  an*  willing  they  should  fully  demon¬ 
strate  their  claim  if  they  will  only  carry  out 
the  teaching  of  these  verses  literally  and 
faithfully  in  their  lives.  This  is  the  Way  it 
reads;  judge  if  it  lends  aid  and  comfort  to 
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anybody  who  refuse*  to  be  immersed  in  the 
name  of  the  Iy>rd  Jesus,  “In  whom  ye  were 
also  circumcised  with  s  circumcision  not 
made  with  hands,  in  the  putting  off  of  the 
body  of  the  flesh,  in  the  circumcision  of 
Christ ,  having  been  buried  with  him  in  bap¬ 
tism.  wherein  ye  were  also  raised  with  him 
through  faith  in  the  working  of  God.  who 
raised  him  from  the  dead.”  This  is  aa  plain 
as  the  nose  on  one's  face,  that  if  baptism  ia  a 
successor  and  substitute  for  circumcision, 
then  no  one  has  the  mark  of  the  genuine 
Iarael  of  God  who  has  not  been  buried  with 
Christ  in  baptism  Whether  circumcision  ia 
represented  by  baptism  or  not  ui  the  new 
dispensation,  whatever  their  connection  may 
be.  there  is  no  plainer  or  more  evident  truth 
in  the  Bible  than  that  baptism  is  a  burial 
snd  a  resurrection. 

But  there  is  no  hint  of  a  controversy  on 
this  point  here  nor  elsewhere  in  the  Bible 
There  is  no  room  for  doubt  or  disputation 
here.  The  point  of  the  apostle  aa  to  baptism 
and  circumcision  is  that  they  are  the  symbol 
of  an  inward  fact  and  experience  Circum¬ 
cision  was  to  the  Jew  properly  a  dearly 
cherished  rite.  It  was  the  sign  of  divine  own¬ 
ership  and  thr  token  of  a  |ieraonal  relation¬ 
ship  to  God.  Even  when  its  meaning  was 
forgotten  or  corrupted  they  still  adhere,!  to 
the  form  Their  prophet*  strove  to  dwabuse 
their  minds  of  the  mii-ntiti  •  •  rc 

to  the  physical  set  without  pmmrasing  the 
spiritual  nature  which  it  betokencl  Mooes 
pleaded  with  them.  “Circumcise  therefore 
the  foreskin  of  your  heart  and  be  no  more 
stiff-necked"  (Dent.  10:16).  Again  “The 
Izird  thy  God  will  eirrnmeiae  thy  heart  and 
the  heart  of  thy  seed  to  love  Jehovah  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul 
that  thou  mayest  live”  (l>eut.  Nee 

also  Jeremiah  4:4  These  things  indicate 
that  the  physical  rite  was  to  la*  the  sign  of  • 
new  heart  This  ia  borne  out  in  the  passage 
in  ('oloMsians  which  call*  it  “a  circumcision 
not  made  with  hands,”  but  “the  putting  off 
of  the  body  of  the  flesh, ”  “the  eireumciaion 
of  Christ.”  that  ia  the  change  that  is  wrought 
in  us  by  “fsith  in  the  working  of  God  who 
raised  him  from  the  dead.” 

This  is  all  completely  symbolized  in  our 
submission  to  the  act  of  baptism  It  i*  not 
simply  a  mark  of  divine  ownership,  a  procla¬ 
mation  of  surrender  to  the  lamUhip  of  Je¬ 
sus,  but  an  avowal  of  our  complete  death  to 
the  old  life,  forever  putting  away  the  body 
of  the  flesh,  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  and 
endless  life  in  Christ  Is  this  why  so  many 
hesitate  at  the  command  T  la  this  why  so 
many  turn  hack  from  it  and  substitute  some¬ 
thing  else  in  its  placet  Circumcision  was  the 
loss  of  s  small  part  of  the  flesh,  but  Paul 
speaka  of  thi*  Christian  circumcision  as  “the 
putting  off  of  the  body  of  Urn  flesh,  the 
whole  of  it.  It  is  not  surprising  that  some 
should  resort  to  sprinkling  and  regard  it  as 
a  eeremonial  cleansing  ordinance  rather  than 
with  faithful,  loving  and  loyal  abandon,  they 
should  by  a  burial  and  resurrection  proclaim 
themselves  completely  and  forever  dead  to 
sin  and  risen  to  walk  in  new  life  in  Christ 
But  we  Baptists,  too.  need  to  be  reminded 
of  its  significance  just  as  those  of  Paul  s 
day  did.  To  us.  as  to  them,  the  same  exhor- 
•  tation  comes,  “If  then  ye  were  raised  to- 
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gether  with  Christ.  seek  the  things  that  are 
above,  where  Christ  is  seated  on  the  right 
hand  of  Ood.”  If  we  “obeyed  from  the 
heart  (that  is  with  full  understanding  of  its 
meaning)  that  |iattern  of  teaching  (baptism) 
whereon  to  we  were  delivered,”  we  wdl  pre¬ 
sent  our  bodies  to  Oml  and  our  members  to 
Him  as  weapons  of  righteousness.  It  was 
that  we  might  walk  in  newness  of  life.  The 
body  of  sin  was  destroyed  that  we  might 
no  longer  lx*  in  I  windage  to  sin.  If  there  has 
been  the  death  of  the  old  there  will  certainly 
be  the  life  of  the  n*w 

HOW  TO  PRAY  IN  WAR  TIME 

We  recently  had  a  viait  from  a  distin¬ 
guished  Baptist  scholar  and  teacher.  While 
sitting  in  quiet  conversation  he  suddenly  put 
his  hand  to  his  forehead  and  said:  “Oh!  thia 
war,  this  terrible  war.  I  am  almost  distracted 
by  the  thought  of  |t.  “  A  Christian  has  no 
right  to  be  distrartgd.  to  grow  hysterical,  to 
fear  the  unborn  futgre,  for,  though  the  storms 
with  all  of  their  farv  beat  upon  us,  Ood  is 
still  on  his  throne  and  is  keeping  watch  over 
his  own.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  widespread 
propaganda  of  fondssling  and  darknem  and 
woe.  Oovrmmcnt  officials,  military  and  na¬ 
val  officers,  ministers  of  the  Gospel  and  com¬ 
mencement  orators  have  all  united  in  telling 
us  that  we  are  not  yet  aware  of  the  terrible 
suffering  and  aorrtjw  that  arc  coming  Upon 
the  land.  We  are-aware  that  the  motive  is 
good,  that  this  propaganda  is  intended  to  stir 
patriotism  and  to  assist  the  country  in  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  great  war  into  which  we  have 
entered  Despite  the  good  motive  behind  this 
propsgsnda,  unless  great  care  ia  exercised  a 
pall  as  black  aa  death  will  hang  over  ua  ere 
many  daya  have  phased. 

In  the  long  ag>>  the  Epicurean  aaid :  “Let 
us  eat,  drink  and  fa-  merry,  for  tomorrow  we 
die."  The  Stoic  paid:  “Let  us  nerve  our¬ 
selves  sgainst  all  lieppeninga,  and  in  the  tri¬ 
umph  of  our  souls  we  shall  have  peace."  The 
Buddhist  said:  ,Is>t  us  struggle  on  in  aelf- 
denisl  into  Nirvaga  that  blessed  state  where 
all  desire  is  straggled.”  It  was  Paul  who 
expressed  the  Christian  view  when  he  aaid: 
“Be  anxious  over  nothing  but  in  everything 
hy  prayer  and  su|g>lieation  with  thanksgiving 
let  your  requests  Is  made  known  unto  Ood, 
and  thr  peace  of  Ood  which  passe  th  all  un¬ 
derstanding  shall  keep  your  hearts  anil  minds 
through  Christ  .Ictus. “  ’In  these  day*  of  war 
it  is  possible  for  ill  to  escape  distraction,  hys¬ 
teria.  dread  of  th*  future  and  all  harrassing 
anxiety.  Indeed,  It  is  possible  for  us  to  have 
the  peace-  of  Ood,  the  peace  that  paaseth  all 
understanding.  This  peace  is  Ood’s  gracious 
gift  to  us.  but  it  c#|iths  only  to  those  who  un¬ 
derstand  the  secret  and  sweetness  of  prevail¬ 
ing  prayer.  How  then,  shall  we  pray  in  war 
time  that  our  pmvTrs  may  be  within  the  will 
of  Owl,  ami  that  We  may  have  the  peace  of 
Ood  which  pasw-th  all  understanding T  In 
such  a  day  as  this,  as  in  all  days,  our  prayers 
must  lie  prayers  of  confession,  thanksgiving, 
petition  ami  submission. 

There  must  be  gtuch  of  confession  ip  our 
prayer  in  these  war  days,  for  humiliation  is  a 
part  of  prayer.  .Ml  the  warring  nations,  our 
own  included,  havo  many  sins  upon  which  the 


judgment  of  God  must  rest.  Let  ua  not,  as  a 
nation,  be  Pharisaical  in  spirit.  Let  ua  con¬ 
fess  our  own  sins  and  not  the  anis  of  others. 
When  we  go  to  Ood  in  prayer  let  ua  remem¬ 
ber  our  personal  sins,  which  are  many  and 
grievous;  and  cur  domestic  and  social  sins, 
which  in  many  quarters  threaten  the  sanctity 
of  the  home.  Let  us  remember  also  our  com¬ 
mercial  sins,  our  political  sins  and  our  na¬ 
tional  sina.  Many  of  our  great  fortunes  have 
been  built  up  upon  injustice  and  tyranny. 
Many  of  our  politieal  leaders  have  sought  the 
halls  of  legislation  with  a  view  to  the  hauls 
of  spoliation,  and  throughout  the  Nation  there 
is  a  mighty  battle  being  waged  between  Je¬ 
hovah,  the  true  Ood,  and  Moloeh,  Mammon, 
Baal  and  Baeehus.  .  Let  us  eonfetp  and  for¬ 
sake  our  ains,  for  we  are  far  from  a  perfect 
people. 

In  our  war-time  prayers  there  is  room  for 
much  of  thanksgiving.  An  Old  Testament 
saint  said:  “I  .will  bless  the  Lord  at  all 
times, ’’  and  a  New  Testament  saint  said: 
“In  everything  give  thanks.’’  Let  us  thank 
Ood  for  our  years  of  prosperity  and  peace. 
The  present  generation  knows  nothing  of  the 
terrors  and  sacrifices  and  sufferings  of  war. 
Excepting  our  brief  war  with  Spain,  which 
caused  no  national  sacrifice,  our  peace  and 
prosperity  have  been  uninterrupted  for  fifty- 
two  long  years.  Let  us  thank  God  for  the 
unity  of  our  Nation.  The  ends  of  the  earth 
have  been  poured  in  upon  us,  and  in  these 
daya  we  are  proving  that  America  is  really 
a  great  melting  pot.  From  every  nation  un¬ 
der  the  sun  our  citizens  have  come.  The 
registration  of  June  5  proves  that  our  Nation 
is  a  great  solidarity  and  that  our  people  are 
dwelling  together  in  a  unity  that  passes  all 
understanding.  The  war  into  which  we  \iave 
entered  will  bring  to  the  surface  the  flotsam 
and  jetsam  of  our  national  life  and  enable  us 
to  eradicate,  in  a  wholesome  way,  our  few  in¬ 
harmonious  elements.  Wc  may  well  thank 
Ood  for  our  hatred  of  war,  for  though  we 
have  entered  war  there  is  no  attempt  upon 
the  part  of  our  people  to  glorify  war.  There 
is  no  danger  of  the  militaristic  spirit  pos¬ 
sessing  our  people,  for  we  have  turned  to  war 
only  as  a  terrible  neceaaity.  Let  us  thank 
God  for  the  millions  of  young  men' who,  hat¬ 
ing  war,  are  willing  to  go  to  war  for  their 
country’s  sake.  Above  all,  let  us  thank  Ood 
in  these  passing  days  that  we  have  been  saved 
from  and  are  being  saved  from  tho  frenzy  of 
malignant  hatred.  Speak  to  the  first  fifty 
men  that  you  moet  on  the  street,  and  you  will 
find  that  every  one  of  them  is  loyal  to  Amer¬ 
ica,  and  not  one  of  them  has  malicious  or 
vindictive  hatred  in  his  heart  for  Germany. 
We  may  well  thank  Ood  that  in  the  attempt 
to  nerve  and  save  our  eountry  we  are  not  los¬ 
ing  our  souls  nor  our  higher  Christian  ideals. 

In  our  war-time  prayers  then*  must  be 
mueh  of  petition  and  even  of  importunity. 
We  must  pray  definitely  and  earnestly  that 
Ood  will  give  speedy  victory  to  our  Army 
and  Navy.  If  we  did  not  believe  that  we 
were  fighting  for  a  righteous  cause  we  would 
not  bo  fighting  at  all.  If  we  at*  at  all  jus¬ 
tified  in  being  at  war.  we  have  n  perfect  right 
to  pray  Ood 'a  blessing  upon  those  wjio  are 
fighting  our  battles  on  land  and  sea.  Let  us 
pray  that  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  all  the 


nations  shall  be -prepared  to  meet  their  Ood 
when  death  shall  come  to  thrfn.  for  bqyond , 
all  doubt  many  of  them  will  lie  hurried  into 
eternity.  Let  us  pray  for  the  homes  and 
hearta  made  desolate  by  Ihe  terror*  of  this 
war.  1st  us  pray  for  the  German  nation, 
lieenuse  the  Book  that  we  love  and  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  which  we  try  to  follow  teach  us  that 
we  are  “to  love  our  enemies"  and  that  we 
are  ‘‘to  pray  for  them  that  djespitefulv  use 
us.”  Let  us  pray  that  Christian  faith  shall 
not  fail  and  Christian  hope  fchall  not  grow 
dim.  There  are  mysteries  about  this  war  that 
no  man  can  solve,  but  Ood  ia  still  ati  his 
throne,  and  Ood  still  reigns.'  Let  us  pray 
that  our  Christian  activities  at  h'>ni«  ami 
abroad  ahall  be  increaacd  rather  thati  de¬ 
creased.  There  are  a  hundred  new  and  in¬ 
cessant  calls  ringing  in  our  ear*  today.  In 
the  purchase  of  Government  sccuriti*  and 
in  the  payment  of  increased  taxes,  th*  Gov¬ 
ernment  must  be  supported.  Thr  Rod  4  'mss, 
whieK  will  care  for  thr  sick  ni^l  the  wounded, 
must-  lie  liberally  supplied  with  funds.;  the 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Assoevitiiin  ami  other 
agencies,  which  will  seek  to!  safeguard  the 
morals  of  soldiers  and  sailor*,  must  l>#  gen¬ 
erously  upheld.  In  spite  of  all  this,  th#  need 
has  never  been  so  great  and  never  so  urgent 
thnt  our  distinctive  Christian  work  at  home 
and  abroad  should  go  forward  with  larger 
enthusiasm  fftid  greater  undertakings  1s  t  im 
pray  that  Ood  will  put  into  tbc  heart*  of  his 
children  to  support  ss  never  before  th#  matii 
fold  activities  which  are  looking  to  th#  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  kingdom  of  <}od  on  earth* 

In  these  war  days  there  mkist  be  n*uch  of 
submission  in  our  prayers,  Jtorall  ibat  ter-* 
rible  night  in  Gethsrinane  When  Jesds  said, 
“O",  my  father,  if  it  be  |«>i«ible  let  tins  cup 
pass  from  me.  Nevertheless,  not  aa  1  Will.  Imt 
as  thou  wilt.”  There  are  many  bitter  cup* 
that  are  being  drunk  the  world  around  today 
It  ia  not  pessimism  nor  foolish  forrtxjdmg  to 
■say  that  these  rujm  are  being  mixed  thin  hoar 
for  our  American  people.  There  ar#  multi 
‘tudea  of  us  who  would  rather  die  1li#n  ml 
our  sons  to  die  on  the  bloody  fields  U  ranee 
and  Belgium  On  th<  otbn  band,  waj  should 
never  forget  that  we  live  in  America  it  peace 
and  plenty  today,  because  brave  men  in  the 
lofig  ago  won  our  freedom  by  the  sarfifior  of 
their  lives.  Every  stone  in  the  mnnuBu-nt  of 
cur  national  greatness  wa*  qt)arried  ««!  hewn 
and  polished  by  the  devotion  and  sacrifice  of 
our  fathers.  Let  us  pray  that  Ood  will  give 
us  the  courage  during  them;  coming  days  to 
drink  the  cup  which  may  be  jirejiaring  for  us 

Again  we  say  thaj  a  Christian  has  on  right 
to  he  distracted,  to  grow  hysterical  or -to  fear 
the  unborn  future.  (J<»i  is  On  h  .  tl  r®n  ami 
is  keeping  wntoh  over  hi*  orin  Wntrhinan 
Examiner.

This  will 
not  work  a  hardship  nor  will  it  affect  the 
budget  if  it  ia  understood  that  it  is  done 
in  order  to  keep  any  department  of  our  work 
from  suffering  while  we  Are  changing  from 
one  flnaneial  system  to  antother.

No  better 
service  can  be  rendered  by  the  paator  than 
that  of  stimulating  hia  people  to  read  the 
baptist  Record. 

A  Short  History  of  8ta.te  Mission  Work. 

I  Karly  Beginnings. 

State  Viisaion  work  began  in  Mississippi 
i  tti  thi  organization  of  the  first  Baptist 
eh  urrh  on  Mississippi  territory  in  October, 
1791  This  church  was  organised  with  seven 
members  and  inet  in  the  home  of  one  of  the 
iiieiiilM-rs  until  a  meeting  house  could  be  built. 
It  was  situated  in  Jefferson  County,  eighteen 
miles  northeast  of  Natehea  and  was  known  as 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  at  Cole’s 
Creek  Later  the  name  was  changed  to 
Salem. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  two  or  three  items 


in  the  constitution  of  this  church.  The  breth 
ren  in  conference  agreed  to  the  following: 

#  “1.  We.  agree  to  submit  ourselves  to  God 
and  to  each  other,  reprove  and  bear  reproof, 
bear  each  other’s  burdens  and  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  Lord  as  well  as  we  can. 

"2.  We  agree  as  touching  things  temporal, 
not  to  go  to  law  one  against  another,  as  the 
Scriptures  forbid  that  brother  should  go  to 
law  against  brother. 

“3.  We  believe  the  Lord’s  day  to  be  set 
apart  for  the  worship  of  God,  and  whereas 
it  has  been  much  neglected  we  call  particular 
attention  to  that  day. 

“4.  We  take  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments  as  our  rule  and  practice  in 
life.” 

Before  the  close  of  the  century  three  other 
churches  were  organized.  One  in  Adams 
County  in  1798;  one  near  Woodville  in  Wil¬ 
kinson  County  in  1800;  and  another  in  this 
same  county  about  the  same  time.  All  of 
these  churches  were  small,  but  they  were  the 
beginnings  of  all  that  is  now  being  done  by 
Mississippi  Baptists. 

II.  Baptist  Streams. 

There  were  two  distinct  streams  of  Baptist 
flowing  into  Mississippi  in  the  early  days  of 
Baptist  history.  The  one  to  which  we  have 
referred  in  South  Mississippi  pushing  out 
from  Natchez  on  the  Mississippi  River  and 
spreading  over  the  southwestern  portion  of 
the  State.  The  other  in  northeast  Mississippi 
is-ginning  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the 
State  and  spreading  out  toward  the  South 
and  West.  The  Baptists  settling  in  North 
Mississippi  came  from  the  Carolinas  and 
Georgia  and  established  their  first  churches 
in  1830.  The  Baptists  in  both  sections  of 
the  State  grew  rapidly  and  finally  overspread 
the  State. 

III.  Co-operative  Work. 

The  first  Association  was  organized  in  1807 
iu  Southwest  Mississippi  and  was  known  as 
Mississippi  Association.  In  1814  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  began  the  first  fhissinn  work  done  in 
the  State  by  recommending  the  practice  of 
itinerant  preaching.  In  1818  this  Association 
look  another  step  in  the  development  of  State 
Mission  work  by  organizing  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Education  Society.  The  purpose  of 
this  Society  was  to  teach  Christianity  to  the 
great  number  of  Indians  in  the  territory. 
.The  work  was  purely  evangelistic  and  there¬ 
fore  State  Mission  work. 

In  1822  the  churches  had  grown  in  num¬ 
ber,  and  other  Associations  had  been  organ¬ 
ized.  so  that  the  leaders  of  the  denomination 
in  the  State  felt  that  the  time  had  come  for 
a  more  general  organization,  hence  they  or¬ 
ganized  the  General  Association  of  Missis¬ 
sippi,  which  body  became  known  eventually 
as  The  Mississippi  Baptist  State  Convention. 
It  was  not,  however,  until  1836  that  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  State  Convention  was  organ 
bed.  This  Convention  was  effected  by  the 
question  of  Missions,  which  was  at  that  time 
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a  very  live  issue  among  our  fathers,  and  in 
1840  a  division  took  place.  The  miasionao 
wings  continuing  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
State  Convention  as  the  eo-operative  mia- 
rionary  body.  The  other,  or  Hardshell  wing, 
has  all  but  perished. 

In  1845  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
was  organized  and  the  Miasimippi  Baptist 
State  Convention  began  eo-operative  work 
with  the  other  States  represented  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  carried  on  its  work 
through  two  Boards,  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  located  at  Richmond,  Vs.,  and  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  located  at  Ms 
rion,  Ala.  The  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
finally  became  the  Home  Mission  Hoard  of 
AtlantA.  Ga.  It  was  through  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  that  Mississippi  carried 
on  its  State  Mission  work  up  to  1870. 

IV.  State  Mission  Work. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  State  Convention  in 
West  Point,  in  1870,  Rev.  J.  A.  Hsckett  of. 
fered  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  that  a  Committee  of  seven  be 
appointed  who  shall  inquire  into  the  expedi¬ 
ency  of  establishing  three  several  boards  for 
the  management  of  these  interests:  State 
Missions,  Ministerial  Education  and  Sunday 
Schools,  and  report  a  suitable  plan  of  opera¬ 
tion  for  the  action  of  this  Convention.” 

This  Committee  was  appointed  and  recom¬ 
mended  : 

"That  the  Convention  appoint  a  Board  on 
Ministerial  Education  only",  which  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  done. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  Aber¬ 
deen  in  1873  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  tin*  .v«  i .»;••< >  api*"nt  • 
Board  for  State  Missions  to  be  known  as  thr 
State  Mission  Board  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  and  to  be  locates!  at  H axle- 
hurst,  Copiah  County,  Mississippi.” 

Thia  Board  was  appointed  and  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  Convention  ll  met  and  or¬ 
ganized  for  Missionary  work.  Rev.  J.  A. 
Hackett  was  elected  President,  and  Rev.  T. 
J.  Walne  was  elected  the  first  Corresponding 
Secretary.  Thia  was  the  beginning  of  defi¬ 
nite  State  Mission  work  by  the  Mnauasippi 
Baptist  State  Convention 

For  fifteen  years  the  State  Mission  Hoard 
did  a  great  work.  But  growth  always  means 
development  and  ao  in  1885  otter  much 
prayer  tor  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
the  Convention  in  its  session  at  Aberdeen 
appointed  a  Committee  to  report  on  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  Mission  Board.  That  Com 
mittee  rendered  the  following  report: 

"Your  Committee  appointed  to  report  on 
a  more  perfect  organisation  of  our  benevo¬ 
lent  agencies  and  to  conaider  the  adviaability 
of  conaolidating  said  agenriea  of  thia  Cooven 
tion,  unanimonalv  recommend : 

“1.  That  thia  Convention  appoint  a  Board 
ts  he  known  as  the  Convention  Board  of  the 
Miwbsaippi  Baptist  Convention,  ami  to  he  lo¬ 
cated  at  - ,  ami  to  he  composed  of 

fifteen  members  .nine  of  whom  shall  live  at 
or  near  the  domicile  of  the  Board,  and  the 
ether  aix  to  be  selected  from  different  sect  loos 
of  the  Convention  Territory,  and  the  nteea 
nary  traveling  expenses  of  the  su  mrattooed 
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in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Board  ahall 
be  paid  by  the  Board. 

“2.  The  Boart}  ahall  have  authority  to  ap¬ 
point  a  President,  two  Viee-Preaidenta,  a  Re¬ 
cording  Seeretary  and  a  Correa  ponding  Sec¬ 
retary,  and  a  Treasurer.  Thi*  Board  ahall 
have  the  ovcrsiglit  of  all  the  benevolent  work 
of  the  Convention,  and  it  ahall  be  left  to  the 
judgment  and  discretion  of  the  Board  to  pro¬ 
rate  all  auina  collected  when  deaignation  may 
■  t  be  fixed  by  -ionora 

"3.  That  tbi'  Hoard  shall  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  appointing  miaaionariea,  fixing 
aalariea  within  the  bounda  of  the  Convention, 
and  all  moniea  collected  for  other  Boarda  be 
turned  over  to  tMm  by  the  Secretary,  after 
diducting  the  cxpenaca  of  collecting. 

"4.  Thia  Board  ahall  have  a  Correspond- 
ing  Secretary,  whoae  duty  it  ahall  be  to  or¬ 
ganize  and  carry  forward  a  ayatem  of  unpaid 
agencies  throughout  our  territory,  looking  to 
the  ayatcmatic  development  of  the  churches 
in  giving  to  the  objects  fostered  by  thia  Con¬ 
vention.  And,  further,  the  Secretary  ahall 
be  permitted  to  appoint  a  clerk  or  assistant 
secretary  at  a  salitnv  fixed  by  the  Board. 

"5.  That  colluctiona  ahall  be  taken  for 
State. Miaaiona,  Home  Miaaiona,  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions.  Mississippi  jpollcgc,  Ministerial  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Suatentntion  and  the  expenae  of 
collecting,  including  salary  of  Secretary  and 
Clerk  and  travel  gig  expenses,  ahall  be  pro¬ 
rated  among  the  various  object*  according  to 
the  amount*  mll<4*cd  within  the  bounda  of 
the  Convention. 

“6.  That  all  details  of  the  work  as  to  plana 
and  neeentary  expanse*  be  left  to  the  direction 
of  the  Board  and  Secretary. 

"7.  That  the  Board  »ubmit  to  this  Con¬ 
vention  annually  A  full  report  of  all  its  trans- 
artiona. " 

We  have  the  satisfaction  of  looking  on  our 
work  since  then,  not  only  of  advance  along 
all  linca  of  Mission  work,  but  also  of  knowing 
that  Our  sister  States  of  Ixmisiana,  Texas, 
Arkansas,  Teiuuwns  Alabama  and  Georgia 
have  adopted  the  main  features  of  our  plan. 

V.  Corrtsponding  8ecr«tariet. 

Aa  has  already  been  noted.  Rev.  T.  J.  Walne 
wa*  elected  a*  tha  first  Corresponding  Sec¬ 
retary.  lie  waa  darted  in  1874  and  held  the 
position  until  188J,  when  hi*  health  failed 
completely  and  he  wa*  compelled  to  resign. 
Rev.  A.  J.  llnekett  waa  chuarn  to  succeed 
him  in  office,  but  *>uld  not  accept  tbe  posi¬ 
tion.  and  Rev.  I/ePia  Ball  was  choaen.

In  conclusion,  it  tan  be  emphatically  stated 
that  Miaaiaaippi  litptiata  hare  been  making

Among  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  past 
one  hundred  and  twenty  five  years,  since  that 
first  little  church  Was  organized,  we  find  to¬ 
day  over  1,600  chftrehea  of  the  same  faith 


and  order.  Since  the  Convention  Board  be¬ 
gan  ita  great  Mission  work,  we  note  that,  of 
the  churches  that  were  once  helped  and  arc 
now  independent,  there  arc  over  500.  The 
aggregate  of  all  the  churches  helped  by  the 
Board  ia  soim-ting  over  800.  The  number  of 
persons  who  have  identified  themselves  with 
the  churches  by  baptism,  through  the  labors 
of  Missionaries  supported  by  the  Board  ia 
over  50,000. 

Our  lives  may  seem  prosaie  ns  we  move 
along  the  revolving  years,  but  we  are  making 
history’-  Shall  we  not  make  it  such  that  ere 
another  century  and  a  quarter  shall  have 
passed,  the  King  in  His  Glory  shall  hear  and 
answer  the  call  of  earth’s  missions:  “Come, 
Oh  thou  blessed  Iiord,  and  sway  the  seeptor 
of  love  in  all  the  earth  ?”  Even  so,  come  Lord 
Jesus. 

THE  KNOWLEDGE  OF  SALVATION 

Sermon  by  Allen  Fort,  D.  D. 

Text,  “These  things  have  I  written  unto 
you,  that  ye  may  know  that  ye  have  eternal 
life,  even  unto  you  that  believe  on  the  name 
of  the  Son  of  God.”  I.  John  5:13  R.  V. 

My  text  is  the  key  verse  to  the  First  Epistle 
of  John.  It  implies  that  in  the  days  of  the 
Beloved  Apostle,  there  were  sonic  who  be¬ 
lieved  on  Jesus,  but  they  lacked  assurance. 
It  also  states  that  it  is  possible  for  one  to 
know  that  he  has  eternal  life.  And  it  tells  us 
that  John  wrote  this  epistle  for  the  prjrnc 
purpose  of  enabling  those  who  believe  on  Je¬ 
sus  to  know  that  they  have  eternal  life. 

There  are  many  in  our  churches  today  who 
luck  assurance.  If  you  were  to  ask  them  if 
they  are  saved,  in  all  probability,  they  would 
reply  that  they  hoped  so.  Or  maybe  they 
would  answer,  they  believed  so.  But  if  the 
question  was  pressed,  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  knew  that  they  had  eternal  life,  they 
would  not  dare  to  affirm  this  as  a  fact. 

Those  who  lack  assurance  spend  many  un¬ 
easy  hours.  They  are  so  taken  up  with  their 
own  spiritual  welfare,  and  with  their  doubts 
and  fears,  that,  as  a  rule,  they  do  not  do  much 
work  for  Jesus.  They  are  always  trying  to 
be  saved,  and  the  burden  of  their  prayers  is 
to  be  finally  saved  at  last  in  heaven.  Of 
course,  at  a  glance  we  can  see  the  loss  of 
service,  and  not  only  of  service,  but  also  of 
joy  and  fellowship. 

Therefore, .it  behooves  us  to  consider  pray¬ 
erfully  and  carefully  the  questions  related  to 
the  subject  of  how  wc  know  that  we  are  saved. 

Let  us  consider  three  questions  which  may 
help  u*  in  this  study.  First  of  all,  Why  Do 
People  l>ack  Assurance?  Second,  How  May 
We  Know  Wc  Are  Saved?  And  third,  A 
Word  of  Exhortation. 

I.  Some  church  members  have  no  assur¬ 
ance  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  have 
never  been  converted.  It  is  a  fact  all  too 
true  that  in  most  of  our  churches  some  have 
eome  who  have  never  been  born  of  the  Spirit 
of  God.  They  may  have  been  thoroughly  sin¬ 
cere  at  the  time  they  took  the  step.  Due  care 
may  have  been  exereiaed  on  the  part  of  pas¬ 
tor  and  congregation.  But  despite  this,  an 
uim-gi-ncrsto  person  has  eome  into  the  fold. 
Of  course  it  is  useless  to  try  to  bring  as¬ 
surance  to  such  a  person.  The  only  thing  for 
him  to  do  is  to  come  just  like  any  other  sin¬ 


ner,  and  repent  of  hia  sins  And  belirx-t  on  thr 
Ijord  Jesns  Christ. 

Then  there  are  tlios*  ih<  ha\«  th*  *  ng 
idea  of  salvation.  They  think  their  character 
or  their  good  works  will  sate  them,  f  hr  sub 
tie  theology  of  Cain,  who  brought  tils  fruit* 
and  his  flowers,  is  the  t  heelogy  of  many  to 
day.  The  Slain  Lamb  i*  nut  thr  baiuaof  their 
justification,  but  good  works  and  ckc-actii 
Of  course,  if  one  is  trusting  hia  own  righteous 
ness  and  hia  own  way  of  aalvation  rather  than 
the  Ribliral  way.  he  will  la-come  e--i  f  ■»  1 
“Could  my  tear*  forever  flow, 

Could  my  zeal  no  respite  know. 

These  for  sin  could  pot  atone. 

Thou  must  save,  and  Thou  alnfi< 

In  my  hand  no  price  1  bring,- 
Simply  to  Thy  cross  1  cling  ”( 

Once  the  simple  plan  f4  aulvatiog  a*  set 
forth  in  thr  Scripture*  Ix-emnes  plain,  many 
of  the  difficulties  which  bca#t  the  youi^r  <  'hria 
tian  become  cTear.  Salvation  is  all  <4  gran 
It  is  not  of  works  of  righteousness  which  w< 
have  done,  buj  according  to  Ilia  nnl»->  that 
He  saved  us.1  It  ia  by'' grior,  throuj£  faith 
and  that  not  of  ouraclve*  It  i*  the  gift 
.  i  God. 

Now  this  in  no  w  ise  is  meant  to  dltparnge 
gnod  works.  These  have  jheir  plac#  in  the 
life  of  the  t’hristian.  They  arc  the  f  nhit  but 
ont  the  root  of  salvation.  They  a  re  th#  result 
and  not  the  means  of  salvation.  Fai  A  with 
out  works  is  Head.  We  ale  not  justified  by 
good  works,  but,  as  some  <*ir  ha*  aptly  said 
our  faith  is  justified  by  them. 

Still  another  class  have  I  no  assurance,  Is- 
cause,  though  they  may  have  been  aav#d.  they 
are  aware  of  the  fact  that  their  livas  nre  not 
pleasing  unto  God.  Cotrtmunion  h#»  hew 
broken,  though  union  may  not  be  broken 
They  are  erring  for  the  joy  of  salvat  An  and 
may  feel  it  ia  salvation  itself. 

God  does  not  permit  Hia  children  to  \n 
happy  outside  His  blessed  will.  Now  thoar 
who  an-  in  sin.^iijul  who  hate  been  neglecting 
the  necessary  duties  incumbent  upon  erwry 
Christian,  such  as  Bible  reading  praygr  and 
service,  will  almost  inevitaldy  be  distorts*!  a* 
to  their  spiritual  standing. 

I  have  read  somewhere  that  the  si  eh  sheep 
do  not  heed  the  Shepherd’s  voice  Algs  this 
is  all  too  true  in  the  spiritual  realm  I /ct  u* 
then  lay'  aside  every  weight  and  the  sin  which 
doth  so  easily  beset  us.  IsJt  ua.  with  full  a* 
an  ranee  of  faith,  look  unto  Him  Who  I*  able 
to  keep  us  from  falling. 

II.  Now  let  us  consider  the  quest:  n  H‘*w 
Can  We  Know  We  Are  Saved  t 

I  invite  your  attention  to  three  method*  by 
which  this  may  be  known.  First  of  #1),  wc 
may  know  it  from  the  Word  of  Qod  Second 
we  may  know  it  by  the  fruit  wc  an-  bearing 
in  our  lives,  and  Third,  we  may  know  it  by 
the  witness  of  the  Holy  Spgrit. 

1.  There  are  many  pasHngc*  in  th#  Holy 
Scriptures  which  set  forth  the  plan  "f  aaiva 
tion.  Indeed,  it  is  so  plairfiy  and  simply  art 
forth  that  it  would  seem  that  the  wayfaring 
man,  though  a  fool,  need  not  err  them# 

May  I  mention  a  few  of  the  passage#  winch 
are  so  familiar  to  all  of  US  that  it  s#areely 
seems  worth  while  to  repeal!  them

Surely,  it  ia  poaaiblr  for  anyone  who  elaima 
to  be  a  believer  to  knew  whether  or  not  the 
•imple-  conditions  art  forth  in  the  passage 
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alxive,  and  in  many  other*  equally  an  clear, 
have  been  complied  with!  Satan,  of  course, 
» ill  mi  k  to  confuse,  but  there  is  the  Word  of 
God.  It  is  sure  and  steadfast. 

In  my  early  Chriatian  experience,  Satan. 
*<>uld  tempt  by  saying,  "You  believe,  but 
maybe  you  don’t  believe  right.”  Then  there 
came  this  answer,  "Well,  if  I  don’t  believe 
right,  1  will  believe  right  right  now."  This 
was  a  soiinv-lff  satisfaction  and  victory.  To 
the  law  and  to  the  testimony.  To  the  word* 
spoken  by  the  Lord  and  His  servant*.  When 
we  have  honestly,  and  as  best  we  know  how. 
accepted  these,  we  may  then  rest  our  salvation 
with  Him.  We  know  Whom  we  have  be¬ 
lieved.  We  know  11c  is  able  to  keep  that 
which  we  commit  unto  Him  against  that  day. 

2.  The  one  who  has  been  born  of  the  Spirit, 
or  converted,  will  bear  fruit  in  the  life.  Once 
we  are  saved,  then-  is  a  near  nature  given  us. 
Wc  become  partakers  of  the  divine  nature. 
There  is  a  conflict  between  the  flesh  and  the 
Spirit.  The  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit, 
but  we  can  be  more  than  conquerors  through 
Him  that  loved  us. 

The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith, 
meekness,  and  temperance.  This  fruit  will 
appear  in  our  lives.  We  may  lie  painfully 
aware  of  the  fact  that  we  aren’t  as  fruitful  as 
wc-  should  be.  Maybe  wc  are  one  of  the 
branches  which  the  husbandman  must  purge 
that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit.  But  we 
know  something  of  what  ia  meant  by  fruit- 
Ix-uring,  and  there  iN  some  sign  of  it  in  our 
lives. 

Let  us  consider  very  briefly  some  of  the 
tests  set  forth  in  the  epistle  from  which  the 
text  is  taken : 

"  Every  one  that  doeth  righteousness  is  born 
of  Him."  I.  John  2.29. 

"Every  one  thnt  loveth  is  born  of  God,  and 
knoweth  God.  He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth 
not  God,  for  God  is  love.”  I.  John  4:7,8. 

"We  know  thnt  we  have  passed  from  death 
unto  life,  because  we  love  the  brethren.  He 
that  loveth  not  his  brother  abideth  in  death.” 
"Whoso  hath  this  world’s  goods,  and  sceth 
his  brother  have  need  and  shutteth  up  his 
bowels  of  compassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth 
the  love  of  God  in  Him!"  I.  John  3:14-1.7. 

Can  you  not  test  your  life  by  these  state¬ 
ments  and  see  whether  there  lie  any  fruit 
there,  or  whether  there  is  nothing  but  leaves! 
Surely,  as  you  read  this,  there  is  an  answer  to 
the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  you  are 
hearing  any  fruit  in  your  own  life.

It  Is  an  Indisputable  fact  that  our 
government  did  all  that  It  could  to 
allay  the- storm  and  preserve  the  peace 
of  the  world  But  the  Oerinan  gov¬ 
ernment  had  made  up  Its  mind,  snd 
the  neutrality  of  Belgium  was  dellb- 
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was  the  will  of  God..  We  dared  not 
hold  back.  England  would  have  lost 
its  soul  If  It  had  allowed  the  brave 
"little  ono”  to  be  crushed  out  of  ex¬ 
istence  by  the  perfidious  Kaiser  and 
his  military  lords 

Immediately  we  were  a  united  peo¬ 
ple  as  we  rarely  have  been  before  In 
our  long  “history.  There  baa  been 
nothing  like  It  In  the  churches;  cer¬ 
tainly  not  among  our  own  people. 
Thousands  of  the  young  men  of  our 
churches  rose  with  the  spontaneity 
and  resolute  daring  to  offer  the  great 
sacrifice  of  their  lives  for  the  cause. 
Our  workers,  Sunday  School  superin¬ 
tendents-  and  teachers,  deacons  and 
loaders  rallied  to  the  flag  aa  to  a  most 
holy  task.  Many  of  our  ministers  vol¬ 
unteered  as  chaplains  and  are  acting 
as  such.  Our  Young  Men's  Christian 
Associations  rendered  a  magnificent 
service.  The  women  of  our  churches 
were  as  keen  and  eager  aa  the  men. 

In  short,  the  nation  Is  One.  Five  mil¬ 
lion  snd  forty-on  thousand  men  volun¬ 
tarily  enrolled  themselves  In  the  army 
before  conscription.  They  could  not 
hold  back,  the  call  was  of  God.  and 
they  must  respond.  It  was  a  Question 
of .  conscience.  We  are  fighting  for 
Christianity  against  Paganism,  for 
right  against  cruel  might,  for  liberty 
against  tyranny;  for  humanity  against 
the  works  of  the  devil. 

And  the  course  of  the  war,  In  spite 
of  our  unreadiness  to  meet  Its  de¬ 
mands,  and  our  mistakes  and  errors, 
has  completely  vindicated  the  solemn 
responsibilities  we  accepted  nearly 
three  years  ago.  Nothing  has  so  com¬ 
pletely  .so  scarlfylngly  exhibited  to  us 
awful,  tragic,  tremendous,  unac¬ 
countable  and  unimaginable  horror  of 
war.  Had  It  not  been  demonstrated  to  I 
the  world  how  the  Germans  have  made 
war  during  the  last  two  years  and  nine  | 
months,  we  should  have  said  It  could 
never  hare  happened;  men  could  not 
be  so  debased,  so  brutal,  so  absolutely 
diabolical  aa  they  have  been.  But  ltj_ 
has  happened.  The  record  before  us 
Is  an  unveiling  of  war  such  as  has  not 
been  -seen  since  the  sack  of  Antwerp 
and  Magdeburg.  We  might  even  go 
much  further  back  than  that,  and  say 
such  a  revelation  on  the  part  of  In¬ 
dividuals  supposed  to  have  some  cul¬ 
ture,  some  training,  some  humanity, 
men  never  saw.

worship  to  this  individualistic  young 
king  was  fogyLnni.  The  blgh-handed 
sin  which  he  committed  against  the 
(•od  of  heaven  was  the  violation  of 
the  first  and  second  commandments. 
Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  be¬ 
fore  me.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto 
thee  any  graven  Image  •  •  •  thou  I 
shalt  not  bow  thyself  down  to  them, 
nor  serve  them."  Both  of  these  pro- 1 
hlbltions  were  Ignored  In  the  most  | 
daring  fashion. 

Another  great  sin  of  Ahaz  was  the 
Inevitable  outgrowth  of  the  one  men- 1 
tloned  —  the  utter  lack  of  depen-  j 
deuce  upon  tied.  He  was  pressed  ! 
on  the  north  by  Rezln,  the  king  <»f ' 
Syria,  and  Pekah,  the  king  of  Israel. 
In  his  extremity  he  sought  alliance 
with  the  king  of  Assyria  for  help. 
Isaiah  had  earnestly  besought  him 
to  rely  upon  Jehovah  to  protect  him 
against  the  kings  of  Syria  and  Is¬ 
rael  saying.  •  "Fear  not,  neither  let 
thy  heart  be  faint,  because  Of  these 
two  tails  of  smoking  Are-brands" 
(Isa.  7:4).  Through  Isaiah  God 
had  exhorted  Ahaz  to  ask  a  sign  of 
Him  as  evidence  that  He  would  pro¬ 
tect  him  against  his  enemies.  The 
exhortation  met  the  cold  flat  re¬ 
fusal,  "I  will  not  ask  •  •  •  Je¬ 
hovah"  (7:11-12).  Ahax  waa  at 
least  consistent  In  his  faithlessness 
to  Jehovah.  He  Ignored,  Ood  when 
It  went  well  with  him.  He  refused 
to  rely  upon  Him  when  It  went  HI 
with  him. 

Finally  the  sin  of  Ahaz  reached 
Ita  climax  in  a  fool-hardy  experiment 
which  la  befitting  only  the  despera¬ 
tion  of  a  mad  man  "In  the  time  of 
his  distress  did  he  trespass  yet  more 
and  more  against  Jehovah,  that  same 
king  Ahas"  (II  Chron.  28:22).  The 
nature  of  this  aggravated  trespass  Is 
explained  In  the  next  verse.  He  be¬ 
gan  to  worship  the  gods  of  Damascus, 
Aguring  that,  since  they  had  given 
the  Syrians  victory  over  him,  his 
temporary  devotion  to  these  gods 
would  turn  the  tide  of  victory.  This 
Incident  smacks  of  Saul's  extremity 
In  the  witch’s  den. 

II.  The  Aftermath  of  Ahaz'*  Sin. 

Sin  always  has  lts  aftermath. 
Nausea  and  headache  follow  intoxica¬ 
tion.  The  night  of  revelry  has  Its 
Inevitable  reaction.  Two  effects  of 
the  gross  sin  of  Ahaz  are  to  be  not¬ 
ed.  First,  was  the  spread  of  idola¬ 
try  throughout  Judah.  Idolatry  bad 
never  taken  as  deep  root  In  Judah  as 
In  Israel.  But  under  this  faithless. 
Idol-worshipping  king  It  soon  swept 
like  a  river  over  the  nation  with  Its 
necessary  train  of  evils. 

Second,  what  was  relied  upon  for 
help  became  a  snare.  "Tlglathplleser. 
king  of  Assyria,  came  unto  him,  and  I 
distressed  him.  but  strengthened 
him  not"  (r.  20).  Judah  only  be¬ 
came  a  vassal,  a  cats-paw  to  Assyria. 
Ahaz  sold  himself  to  do  eVU.  Six¬ 
teen  years  passed,  the  faithless  king 
died  He  was  refused  the  decent 
and  honorable  burial  due  great  kings 
(v.  27).  But  the  tide  of  his  Influ¬ 
ence  sweeps  on.  Idolatry  more  Arm- 
ly  entrenched  In  Judah  than  ever  be¬ 
fore:  Judah  enslaved  to  a  (froat 
heathen  nation — this  Is  the  after-

Thero  waa  committed  lo  Aha*  a 
throe-fold  trust  —  duty  to  himself 
duty  to  his  country;  duty  to  Ood. 
He  betrayed  every  trust  committed 
to  him  Every  man,  whether  In  re¬ 
sponsible  position  of  leadership  or 
not,  has  the  same  threefold  trust 
committed  to  him. 

I.  I mt)  to  .mcscir—  Ethical  writ¬ 
ers  will  tell  us  that  there  Is  no  such 
thing  aa  <laty  to  self.  Welt,  we 
won’t  stickle  for  ethical  correctness, 
lint  a  man's  talents,  or  powers, 
whether  physical,  mental,  spiritual, 
are  a  trust  from  Ood  which  ought  to 
be  guarded  safely  and  developed 
rightly.  The  man  who  fails  to  pre¬ 
serve  his  powers  from  the  degener¬ 
ating  effects  of  Injurious  habits  the 
man  who  refuses  to  develop  his 
powers  to  their  highest  efBclency, 
has  betrayed  a  most  sacred  trust 
which  has  been  committed  to  him 

t.  Duty  to  one's  country. — Aha* 
owed  a  great  debt  to  his  country  be¬ 
cause  he  had  been  en trusted  with 
the  leadership  of  his  natloa.  Clttsen- 
shlp  Is  a  sacred  trust  committed  to 
men  These  are  days  when  the  souls 
of  men  are  being  tried.  Their  patri¬ 
otism  and  loyalty  are  being  tested. 
Every  rltlsen  ought  to  deline  clearly 
hta  duty  to  Ms  country.  1  give  my 
own  conception  of  that  duty.  First. 
I  owe  my  country  Implicit,  obedience 
to  Its  laws  so  long  aa  such  obedience 
does  not  contravene  the  revealed  will 
of  Ood.  I  owe  my  country  my  effort 
and  Influence  toward  putting  good 
and  competent  men  In  positions  of 
responsibility..  Again.  I  owe  my 
country  unquestioned  loyalty  In  time 
of  war,  If  my  country  Is  fighting  for 
a  righteous  cause.  Opinions  differ 
at  this  point.  Seeing  aa  I  do.  Jf  I 
were  a  German  citizen,  I  could  not. 
I  would  not.  fight  Germany’s  battles 
A  man’s  duty  to  his  country  before 
God  does  not  obligate  him  to  take 
up  arms  In  an  unrighteous  case 
This  nation  Is  fighting  for  the  liber¬ 
ation  of  the  world.

■implied  by  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  from  army  and 
navy  practice,  with  certain  ones  se¬ 
lected  from  other  sources.

1.  That  the  flag  should  not  be 
hoisted  before  sunrise  nor  allowed  to 
remain  up  after  sunset.

2.  When  the  flag  Is  displayed  at 
half-mast  for  mourning.  It  is  to  be 
lowered  to  that  position  from  the 
top  of  the  staff.
